Chinese who has arrived here on a sep- 
arate junk confirms the Russian’s 
statement that the Russian killed and 
wounded during the assault num- 
bered between five and six thousand. 

The Japanese in their repeated as- 
saults against the eastern forts on the 
hills, through barbed-wire entangle- 
ments and over mines, displayed fa- 
natical bravery. They were mowed 
down by the hail of shells and bullets 
and the explosion of mines under their 
feet. Their losses are estimated at 
twenty thousand.

All Stores at Port Au Prince Closed. 

While Soldiers Attempt to Pillage. 

Syrians Stoned. :

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti) Aug. 2. 
—{By West Indian Cable.] The most 
serious disorders are anticipated here. 
The population is very much excited 
by the continued rise in the price of 
all merchandise and a band of sol- 
diers today made an attempt to pil- 
lage the Central Market and the shops 
in that vicinity. Other troops and po- 
lice immediately intervened and reé#s- 
tablished order. All the stores in Port 
Au Prince, however, are now closed. 

During the day, a number of Syrians 
were stoned in the streets, two of them 
were wounded and their stalls, sur- 
{ rounding the Central Market, were de- 
stroyed by soldiers. 

Mr. Powell, the American Minister, 
has informed President Nord that all

It is 
claimed that many Chimamen have 
come to Mexico, made their way to 
towns on the. border in either Chihua- 
hua, Sonora, Coahuila or Tamaulipas, 
and then slipped across the border at 
points where they could evade the im- 
migration officials. The same has been 
true, it ie claimed, of immigrants from 
Eurone, who, owing to physical or other 
disabilities, have been unable to pass 
the examination for entrance at estab- | 
lished ports on the Atlantic Coast.

Some of the 
Smaller grade fruit has been sold at 
7% cents per pound. J. C. Daly of 
the Ojai, who is an extensive grower, 
Says that he has as good fruit this 

e also days t he has locked his 
frult up and that there it will stay 
until he is offered a better price than 
has been offered. “The is no rea- 


re 
son,” says Mr. Daly. “why the apricot 
rower with good fruit should not set 
is own price. He can afford to sit 
down and wait till the buyer comes 
to his terms, as there is a fruit short- 
age all over the State. This county is 
second in the State in the production 
of apricots, Santa Clara being first, 
but the crop is short all over and can- 
ners have taken down their lists. There 
is no reazon why apricot men of this 
county should not get 10 cents for their 
fruit. if they do not get frightened 
and rush off and sell to the first buyer 
that comes along.”

The first caucuses preliminary to the 
Senatorial fight in Los Angeles county 
will take place in Pasadena tonight. 

A week ago it looked as though this 
would be the opening battle of the 
campaign: but tenight will witness a 
little one-sided farce in each of the 
eight precincts in Pasadena.

Slates have been made in 
back offices and over the telephone 
and the Flint men are chuckling at 
the “control of the caucuses.” | 
There will not be a Bard man at the 
residence of Jimmy Campbell to- 
night, nor at any of the other meeting 
places and the caucuses will resolve 
themselves into little Flint pow-wows 
and heart-to-heart talks. The feed“ 
will be good while it lasts, but at the 
Primaries there will be some bad cases 
of indigestion.

Officers to Stop Hoodlumism 
at Schuetzen Park.

What Zion Society's Head 
Men Say About It. 


In craven fear of the officers on their 
track, the young anti-Semite bullies 
who created last Sundays riot at 
Schuetzen Park have fied from the 
city. 

They cannot escape, however. Con- 
stables have found out who they are. 
Warrants were issued yesterday from 
Justice Young’s court for five or six 
of the ruffians. Search was made for 
them last night in a neighboring town, 
where they are known to be in hiding. 

The plans are laid to make of them 
such an example that young toughs of 


into thrashing machines for excitement 
in preference to breaking up Sunday 
picnics. 

Whether these particular men are 
caught or not, the gang will be broken 
up and scattered. 

Since the riot last Sunday it has been 
learned that these toughs are members 
of a regular gang who make a practice 
of breaking up Sunday picnics and in- 
sulting women on suburban cars, and 
who take a particularly fiendish de- 
light in persecuting the Jewish  s0- 
cleties on their harmless outings. 

Spectators at the brutal outrage last 
Sunday testify that the toughs went 
_ the fight yelling taunts at the 
Jews. 

“Kill ‘the 4— d Jews,” they yelled. 

The extreme fervor for Christianity 
has a somewhat grim humor about it; 
their Police Court and criminal records 
and their private debaucheries would 
not stamp them as religious fanatics. 

It is, however, another chapter in the 
old. worn-out story of Jewish perse- 
cut ions. 

Further accounts of the riot state 
that the toughs drove one inoffensive 
Jew up a tree and pelted him with 
stones. They hounded the unfortunate 
picnickers down the road and out of 
the park like veritable hell hounds. 

Women and girls who had gone over 
to the park dressed up in their gayest 
holiday clothes and looking forward to 
a good time, were forced to run for 
their lives. Insults followed them. 

One of the members of the Jewish 
Zion Society which had the picnic said 
yesterday that Jewish picnics about 
Los Angeles have been assaulted time 
and timé again by these same toughs, 
but never of, course so violently. 

“They think,” he said, “that because 
we are Jews they have full license to 
do with us as they please. They sup- 
pose that, being Jews, we will make no 


resistance. They would not dare 
do those things to other peo- 
ple. They think nobody will in- 


terfere with them if they limit their 
insults to the Jews.” 

The attitude of most of the members 
of the Zion society, however, is that 
of patient endurance, accepting the 
fate that has so long been the lot of 
their persecuted race. They say they 
will prosecute the rioters if they are 
caught; but they seem to have little 
bitterness in their hearts. 

M. Leavitt, a clothier on First street 
and the vice-president of the Zion So- 
clety, sald yesterday: “I don't know 
that they intended to persecute us. I 
don't know. I fancy they were a tot 
of reckless young men who had drank 
too much and lost their self control. 
Their acts were very cruel. As I was 
in charge of the ticket-taking at the 
gate and a long way off, cannot 
speak with much authority. I do not 
wish to judge too harshly from hear- 
say.” 

Many persons who have suffered less 
than the members of this Jewish so- 
ciety feel more bitter toward the 
toughs for insults offered to women on 
the cars and for other picnics broken 
up. 

For a time the same gang was the 
curse of Verdugo Park, and interfered 
with the picnics so that no woman who 
went there was safe from insult. 

The trolley cars between the Schuet- 
zen Park and the city have been un- 
safe for women on Sunday. 

Toughs crowd on them and use the 
vilest language in the presence of 
women, the indecent oaths being seem- 
ingly thrown in the faces of women 
passengers, 


- Thie gang has been dangling on the 


edge of the chain gang for years in 
Los Angeles. It is of the same per- 
sonnel as that of an unclean tough 
dancing club, where crime was nour- 
ished in the tenderloin and which was 
the scene of action of many of the Po- 
lies Court cases. 

They are the same gang that hangs 
around the prize fighters; their darling 
dream is to be a second and swab off 
the sweaty body of some bruiser be- 
tween rounds. Many of this outfit 
have attained their life’s ambition and 
themselves have gone on in a prelimi- 
nary go.“ 

Owing to the unfortunate Iimitations 
of the prize-fight law, they have not 
beaten each other to death. 

The Sheriff and the constables have 
gotten together, however. and the gang 
has reached the end of its ropé.

FATAL ENDING OF ROUND OF 
JOINTS AT CAYUCOS., 


Two Men on Camping Trip Visit 
the Saloons and imbibe Liquor, 


After Which They Quarrel, and 
One Draws Gun on the Other and 
Fires With Deadly Effect. *

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Aug. 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) John C. Hoagland was 
shot and instantly killed by Beverly 
English in Estero Grove, a quarter of 
a mile north of the town of Cayucos 
last night. 

About a week ago the two men came 
from McKittrick, Kern county, to 
camp at Cayucos Beach. Hoagland 
brought with him his wife and three 
children and English furnished a team 
and wagon for the trip. 

Roth men were good friends. Sunday 
afternoon the two men made a round 
of the saloons in Cayucos and when 
they left about 9 o’clock for their camp 
in the grove they were considerably 
under the influence of liquor. Hoag- 
land’s wife and children slept in the 
wagon, while the men rolled in their 
blankets on the ground. 

Shortly after the men arrived at the 
Hoagland says that she 
heard them quarreling and both used 
profane language. Later English said: 
“If you want to fight come over here.” 
A short time after two pistol shots 
heard and Hoagland dropped 

ead. 

English returned at once to Cayu- 
cos and reported that he had killed 
Hoagland. He gave himself up and 
now is in the County Jail. English, 
who ts a brother of Robert English, 
one well known to the farmers of this 
county, says he shot in self-defense, 


but he tells contradictory stories.

vada Water and Power Company. It is 
a big proposition. In speaking with W. 
G. Clark of Seattle, formerly of San 
Francisco, who is manager of the new 
company, he told me that over $20,000,- 
000 would be exvended by the corporae- 
tion in the development of a bog power 
supplying business. They intend te 
carry the juice all the way to San Fran- 
cisco, and also feed various cities in the 
San Joaquin Valley and on the coast of 
Central California,” 

The corporation holdings are founded 
on property and water rights owned by 
an old man named W. V. Clark, who 
has held them for many years. 
Mokelumne ditch, as the water course 
is to be called, will be built from the 
junction of the nor 1 and south forks of 
the Mokelumne River, and will cone 
vey an ehormous amount of water to 
various drops where turbine motors will 
generate the electrical power.

VERDUGO WATER FIGHT.

In his petition Gee Noy shows facts 
that the courts in other parts of 
the State have held to entitle a China- 
man to be entered on the register, and 
to have his vote accepted just the same 
as any other citizen. This particular 
Chinaman is 22 years of age and claims 
to be a student. He was born in San 
Francisco on June 6, 1882, and has been 
educated in the public schools of that 
city and Los Angeles. He avers that 
he can read the Constitution of the 
United States and the State of Califor- 
nia, can write his own name, and has 
no physical disability by reason of 
which he cannot mark ‘his ballot. Fur- 
thermore, Gee Noy says that he has al- 
ways been a loyal, law-abiding citizen 
of the, State, and has never been ac- 
cused or convicted of any crime.

HALL WE SWAP HORSES? 

There is a well-known truism ex- 
ploiting the inexpediency of halting 
in the middle of a stream to exchange 
caballos.

In last Sunday's Times (Part 1, 
page 6,) was published a special let- 
ter from Washington under the head- 
ings “Senator Bard and Irrigation— 
What He Has Done to Aid the Great 
Cause—His Influence Prevented the 
Passage of the Bill Giving the Colo 
rado River Waters to a Corporation, 
to the Exclusion of the Government's 
Reclamation Work.” The letter was 
from a high source, having been writ- 
ten by a gentleman posted on the sub- 
ject of national irrigation, and having 
access to authoritative official sources 
of information. The letter is all meat, 
packed with specific facts and figures 
relating to the subject, and shows the 
important part taken by Senator Bard 
in the vital work of protecting the 
life-giving waters of the great Colo- 
rado River of the West from private 
raids. The correspondent shows fur- 
ther how Senator Bard refused to sup- 
port the so-called Daniels Bill, which 
he believed to be not for the public in- 
terest, and how he himself, in his ca- 
pacity of chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Irrigation, introduced the 
bill, which subsequently passed Con- 
gress, specifically authorizing the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to make neces- 
sary and proper diversions of Colorado 
River water, in both Arizona and Call- 
fornia, as in the Secretary's judgment 
may be necessary for the irrigation of 
lands adjacent to the river and lying 
under canals to be hereafter con- 
structed for the purpose of diverting 
the river's flow. 

It was also shown that Senator 
Bard, as a member of the Indian Com- 
mittee, introduced agother measure 
touching irrigation, it being in the 
form of an amendment to House Bill 
No. 12,684. The section is quoted in 
the letter, which goes on to describe 
the effect of both measures, and closes 
as follows: 

“This has been of service to the 
State of California and to its neigh- 
bors on the east that cannot well be 
overestimated, and will probably do 
more toward placing Arizona in line 
for Statehood than anything that has 
occurred for the Territory in the last 
decade. Senator Bard, as chairman 
of the Irrigation Committee, has been 
in close touch with the reclamation 
service and has been its constant and 
protecting friend and advisor during 
the past two years. He has estab- 
lished his standing among his col.

The latter, when eaten in large 
quantities or continually every day for 
three meals, or even for two meals, are 
as destructive to length of life as the 
reguiar free consumption of alcohol. 


{London Lancet: ] The question of 
the possible duration of human life, 
when put to great statesmen, scientists 
and others who have almost reached 
the century mark of life, has been 
answered in various ways. 

Von Moltke, at the age of ninety, 
was still possessed of fine intellectual 
power and remarkable vitality. When 
asked how he mahaged to live so long 
and in such excellent health, he re- 
plied: Dy great moderation in all 


Crispi, the famous Italian statesman, 
ald: “Regularity and abstinence are 
the secrets of long life.“ 

Neal Dow, the American apostle of 
temperance reform, replied, when ask- 
ed the question: “Refrain trom fret- 


Cornaro Extreme temper- 
ance in eating and drinking.” 

Dr. G. N. Pope, the aged Tamil 
echolar, said: “Be sure to have some 
great life work to do which holds you 
upon the earth for the accomplishment 
of a purpose, and you will live.” 

These words from the lips of emi- 
nent men who lived to a wonderful 
old age are of intense interest, but 
they ere not the cold and judicial ad- 
vice of the scientist. 3 

Recently I worked out a plan, the 
rules of which, if followed carefully, 
Will result in the increased longevity 
of one's life. My first word of advice 
to those who would live long is to 
aveid disease, especially such diseases 


In fact, no matter what kin. of food 
is taken, the quantity should be small. 
The human body can live and thrive 
and work on a surprisingly small quan- 
tity of nourishment. Great modera- 
tion in eating is, therefore, one of the 
keys that unlock the doors of long 
living. 

As to the food accessories, alcohol 
is quite unnecessary for most persons, 
and ought to be avoided entirely, ex- 
cepting in the smallest quantities. 

Little tea and coffee wil! go a long 

way. These liquids should be taken 
moderately and in a diluted condition. 
The use of tobacco in Any form is 
considered inurious to the system, the 
poison acting particularly on the stom- 
ach and heart. The majority of men, 
however, derive a certain amount of 
comfort from using tobacco, and, 
therefore, may take it in small quan- 
tities. 
Great temperance in all these things, 
when they are used at ail, will pre- 
vent the shortening of life that comes 
from their free use. ; 

As the nervous system exercises 
great power on all the functions of 
the body, it ought to be kept in a 
healthy condition by regular mental 
work and judicious occupations. The 
fear often expressed that steady men- 
tal work is likely to wear out the 
brain too soon is unfounded. The 
wearing theory is wrong, as well for 
mental as for physical work, both of 
which may be continued in old age. 

MENTAL WORK BENEFICIAL. 

Well directed mental work assists 
the nutrition of the brain in a similar 
way as action of a muscle promotes 
its nutrition. Work is the best pre-

I advise such care in diet and gen- 
eral habits of life as will defer as long 
as possible the hardening of the coats 
of the blood vessels, that generally 
comes on before its natural time, and 
other deteriorations of bodily vigor 
that are the concomitants or equiva- 
lents of the physical conditions of old 
age. In old age the tissues dry up and 
the joints stiffen. Keep your tissues 
moist end your joints well oiled. 

The first thing needed to keep the 
tissues healthy and strong and the va- 
rious organs in good working order 
is @ certain amount of exercise taken 
every day. Regularly taken exercise 
strengthens the heart, thereby causing 
that great organ to pump the fluids 
of the body to the remotest corners 
and thereby improving nutrition and 
causing al! the other organs to do their 
natural work and to take a delight, 
so to speak, in doing their natural
